G.S.R. 225,—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the National Test House, Calcutta and Bombay Scientific Assistants Recruitment Rules, 1975 and National Test House, 
Calcutta Scientific Assistant (Electronics) Recruitment Rules, 1983, except the things done or omitted to have been done, 
the President hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Scientific Assistant in

1. Short title and commencement—(i) These rules may be called the National Test House, Calcutta and its 
Regional Offices, Scientific Assistants Recruitment Rules, 2002.

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay.—The number of the said post, their classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc. —The method of recruitment, age limit, qualification and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification.—No person:— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under tire personal law 
applicable to such person and other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary and expedient so to do, 
it may, by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxations, relaxations of age limit and other 
concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, and the Scheduled Tribes and other special catgories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R 227. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, and in supersession 
of the Planning Commission (Non-Secretariat post of Assistant Library and Information Officer) Recruitment Rules, 1992, 
published vide G.S.R. No. 473 dated the 30th September, 1992 in the Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i) except

5. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is ofthe opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons. 

6. Saving. —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age limit and other concessions required 
to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes, other Backward Classes, Ex-servicemen and other special 
categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 299. —In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President

G.S.R 231.—The following draft of the Pulses Grading and Marking Rules, 2002 which the Central Government 
proposes to make in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) 
Act, 1937 (1 of 1937) in supersession of Pulses Grading and Marking Rules, 1964 and Cereals Grading Rules, 1966 
(Kabuli gram and Deshi gram/Bengal gram), except as respects things done or omitted to be done before such supersession, 
are hereby published as required by the said section for information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice 
is hereby given that the said dra ft rules shall be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of forty five days from 
die date on which copies of (he Gazette of India containing this notification are made available to die public; 

Any person desirous of making any suggestion in respect of the said draft rules, may forward the same for 
consideration of die Central Government, within the period specified, to the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the 
Government of India, Directorate of Marketing and Inspection, Head Office, CGO Complex, NH-IV, Faridabad (Haryana) 
121001, who shall forward the same to the Central Government for consideration. 

DRAFT RULES 


1. Short title and application :— 

(1) These ndes may be called the pulses Grading and Marking Rules, 2002 

(2) They shall apply to whole, husked and unhusked form of pulses Urd (Phaseolus mungo Linn.), Moong 
(Pliaseolus aurucs Roxb. or Phaseolus radiatus Roxb.). Masoor (Lens csculcnta Moench or Lens culiiiaris 
medik or Ervum Lens Linn ), Arhar/Tur (Cajanus cajan), Kabuli chana (Cicer arietinum Linn), Ghana— 
Bengal gram (Cicer arietinum Linn), Malki/Modi (Pliaseolus aconitifolius). Peas (Pisum arvense), Rajma 
(Phaseolus vulgaris), Lobia (Vigna sinensis) 

(3) They shall come into force from the date of dieir publication in die Official Gazelle. 
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2. Definitions : Unless tlic context otherwise requires,— 

(a) “Agricultural Marketing Adviser” means the Agricultural Marketing Adviser to the Government of India. 

(b) "Authorised Packer” means apersonor abody ofpersons who has been granted a certificate of authorisation 
to grade and mark the Pulses in accordance with the grade standards and procedure prescribed under 
these rules. 

(c) “Certificate of Authorisation” means a certificate issued under the provisions of the General Grading and 
Marking Rules, 1988 authorizing a person or a body of persons to grade and mark Pulses with the grade 
designation mark: 

(d) “General Grading and Marking Rules" means the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988 made under 
section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937); 

(e) " Grade designation mark” means the Agmark label referred to in sub-rule (i) of rule 5 or the Agmark replica 
referred to in sub-rule (ii) of rule 5 as tire case may be; 

(f) “ Schedule” means a Schedule appended to these rules, 

3. Grade designations : The Grade designations to indicate the quality of Pulses shall be as setout in column I of 
Schedule II to XIX. 

4. Qua! ity: For the purpose of these rules, the quality and general requirements of pulses shall be as such as given 
against each grade designation from column 2 to 8 of Schedules—II, V, VIII, X, XII, XIII, XV, XVII, XVIII, XIX and from 
column 2 to 9 of Schedule III, IV, VI, VII, IX XI, XTV and XVI. respectively. 

5. Grade designation mark: the grade designation mark shall consist of: 

(i) A label specifying name of commodity, grade designation and bearing a design consisting of an outline 
map of India with the word “agmark” and the figure of the rising sun and resembling the design as set out 
in Schedule-I, or 

(ii) AGMARK Replica" consisting of a design incorporating the number of certificate of authorisation, tl. _ 
word "AGMARK”, name of commodity and grade designation resembling the design as set out in 
Schedule-I and I-A, 

Provided that the use of Agmark replica in lieu of Agmark labels shall be allowed only to such authorised packers 
who have been grated permission by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this regard and 
subject to the conditions as prescribed under the General Grading and Marking Rules. 1988. 

6. Method of packing : 

(0 Pulses shall be packed in gunny bags/jute bags, poly woven bags, poly pouches, cloth bags or other 
suitable packages wliiclt shall be clean, sound, free from insect, fungal infestation and the packing material 
shall be as permitted under the Prevention of food adulteration rules, 1955. 

(ii) Pluses shall be packed in containers which will safeguard the hygcnic, nutritional, technological and 
organoleptic qualities of if - products. 

(iii) The containers, including packaging material, shall be made of substances w'hich are safe and suitable for 
their intended use. They should not impart any toxic substance or undesirable odour or flavour to the 
product 

(iv) The net weigh of tire pulses in a package shall be as per the provision prescribed under the packaged 
commodities rules, 1977 

(v) Each package shall contain pulses of the same type and of the same grade designation. 

(vi) Each package shall be securely closed and sealed. 

7. M clliod of Markin g : 

(i) The grade designation mark shall be securely affixed to or printed on each package in a manner approved 
by the Agri o ilmral Marketing Adviser or an officer authorised by him in this behalf in accordance with rule 
11 of the General Grading and Marking Rules, 1988.

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(ii) In addition to the grade designation marie, following particulars shall be clearly and indelibly marked on 
each label orpackage:— 

(a) Name and address of the packer, 

(b) Place of packing; 

(c) Date of packing; 

(d) Lotfaatch number, 

(e) Net weight; 

(f) Gtade; 

(g) Maximum retail Price .(inclusive of all taxes); 

(h) Bestbefore.month.year. 

(iii) The ink used for marking on packages shall be of such quality which may not contaminate the product. 

(iv) The authorised packer, may, after obtaining prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an 
officer authorised by him in this behalf, mark his private trade mark or trade brand on the graded packages 
provided that the same do not indicate quality other than that indicating by the grade designation marie 
affixed to the graded packages in accordance with these rules. 

8. Special conditions of certificate of authorisation: 

In addition to the conditions specified under the sub-rule (8) of the rule 3 of the General Grading and 
Marking rules, 1988, the following shall be the special conditions of every certificate of authorization 
issued for the purpose of these rules. 

0) The authorised packer shall either set up his own laboratory or have access to an approved grading 
laboratory for testing of pulses. 

0i) The premises shall be maintained in perfect hygienic and sanitary conditions with proper ventilations and 
well lighted arrangement. The personnels engaged in these operations shall be in sound health and free 
from any infectious, contagious or communicable diseases. 

Oii) The premises shall have adequate storage facilities with pucca floor and free from rodent and insect 
infestation. 

(iv) The authorised packer shall observe all instructions regarding testing, grading, packing, marking, sealing 
and maintenance of records which may be issued from time to time by the Agricultural Marketing Adviser 
or any other officer authorised by him in this behalf,

(2) "Other edible grains” means any edible grains (including oil seeds) other than the one which is under consideration; 

(3) “Damaged grains” means grains that are sprouted or internally damaged as a result of heat, microbe, moisture or 
weather viz, ergot affected grains and kernel bunt grains;
